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INTRODUCTORY  NOTE. 


This  pamphlet  has  been  prepared  for  medical  practi- 
tioners and  senior  students  of  medicine  inquiring  about 
homoeopathy,  as  a reliable  guide  to  the  facilities  which  are 
now  offered  in  England  for  an  investigation  of  the  subject. 
The  application  of  the  principle  Similia  similibtis  curantur 
is  extremely  varied  and  susceptible  of  almost  unlimited 
development,  but  for  its  successful  practice  a preliminary 
course  of  study  and  instruction  is  essential. 

Not  many  years  ago  the  only  way  to  study  homoeopathy 
in  this  country  was  by  reading  some  of  the  numerous  works 
on  the  subject,  and  putting  to  the  test  in  practice  the  pre- 
cepts therein  laid  down  ; or  if  circumstances  rendered  it 
possible,  an  enquirer  might  visit  a homoeopathic  hospital 
and  watch  the  practice  there,  while  studying  the  literature  at 
the  same  time.  In  recent  years,  however,  great  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  development  of  facilities  for  education  in 
homoeopathic  theory  and  practice  through  the  efforts  of 
medical  men  who  had  previously  adopted  it,  by  the  Medical 
Staff  of  the  London  Homoeopathic  Hospital,  and  by  the 
British  Homoeopathic  Association.  Through  combined 
efforts,  the  teaching  of  homoeopathy  in  this  country  is  now 
placed  on  a firm  and  substantial  basis.  In  the  pages  which 
follow  are  gathered  up  all  the  organized  facilities  for  ex- 
tending a knowledge  of  the  subject  which  are  at  present 
available.

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I. — Synopsis  ok  the  Course  on  Materia  Medica. 

The  object  of  the  course  will  be  to  set  forth  the  Principles 
of  Homoeopathy  in  their  relation  to  medicine  in  general; 
from  the  beginning  there  will  be  a constant  attempt  to  lay 
stress  on  the  practical  application  of  theoretical  points. 

The  life  and  work  of  Hahnemann  and  the  development 
of  the  main  theses  of  Homoeopathy  will  be  first  considered, 
and  the  theses  reviewed  in  the  light  of  the  experience  of 
a century  of  practical  effort  to  apply  them,  and  of  medical 
progress  in  other  directions. 

Following  this  introduction,  which  may  be  expected  to 
cover  six  or  seven  lectures,  the  study  of  the  Materia  Medica 
will  be  commenced  in  detail.  The  drugs  selected  will  be 
treated  at  length.  Remedies  whose  application  is  compara- 
tively easy  will  be  considered  first,  and  subsequently  by 
gradual  steps  those  of  wider  scope,  the  choice  of  which  must 
depend  on  a variety  of  considerations.  Every  Materia 
Medica  lecture  will  be  constructed  with  a view  to  immediate 
application  in  practice  of  the  principles  it  enunciates  and  the 
recommendations  it  contains. 

II. — Synopsis  ok  the  Course  of  Therapeutics. 

The  aim  in  this  course  will  be  to  demonstrate  the  results 
of  Homoeopathic  Medication  in  practice. 

The  Course  will  therefore  be  essentially  clinical  in 
character;  the  ample  clinical  resources  of  the  Hospital  will 
be  fully  available  for  demonstration  and  teaching.  The 
general  purpose,  from  first  to  last,  will  be  to  make  successful 
treatment  the  goal  of  the  instruction,  and  to  show  cases 
illustrating  that  the  methods  of  Homoeopathy  are,  in  this 
respect,  an  advance  on  all  others;  the  main  interest  of  each 
case  will  be  held  to  lie  in  the  reasons  for  selecting  a particular 
remedy  for  it,  and  to  these  most  attention  will  be  directed. 

Newer  methods  of  Diagnosis  and  Prognosis  will  also  be 
discussed  and  demonstrated,  and  the  cases  shown  will  be 
classified  as  far  as  possible  to  illustrate  the  diseases  of  the 
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main  systems  of  the  body.  Every  opportunity  moreover 
will  be  utilized  to  show  cases  of  the  rarer  diseases  and  those 
possessing  any  unusual  features. 

The  Lecturer  will  also  hold  himself  free  to  discuss  the 
treatment  of  familiar  diseases  (c.g.,  the  zymotic  diseases), 
without  actual  demonstration  of  cases,  tor  Homoeopathy  is 
relatively  easy  to  apply  successfully  in  actual  disease,  but 
in  the  main  the  diseases  treated  of  will  be  illustrated  by 
actual  examples. 

The  use  of  the  “Nosodes”  and  “Vaccines”  will  be 
demonstrated  in  various  forms  of  disease. 

The  treatment  of  such  a constitutional  disorder  as 
Tubercle  will  be  dealt  with  from  all  sides  of  its  manifold 
points  of  attack — lungs,  abdomen,  glands,  skin,  &c. ; especial 
stress  will  be  laid  on  such  treatment  in  children.

The  London  Homoeopathic  Hospital  was  founded  in 
1849,  and  is  a General  Hospital  for  Men,  Women  and 
Children,  with  special  departments  for  Diseases  of  Women, 
Diseases  of  Children,  the  Skin,  Nervous  System,  Eye,  Ear, 
Nose  and  Throat.  There  is  also  an  Electrical  and  X-Ray 
department,  a Physical  Exercise  department,  and  a depart- 
ment for  Dentistry  and  Pathology,  including  Bacteriology. 

There  are  in  the  hospital  166  beds.  The  Out-patient 
Department  is  equipped  with  every  convenience  and  appli- 
ance for  both  general  and  special  departments. 

During  the  year  1910,  919  patients  were  treated  in  the 
wards  and  49,907  out-patient  attendances  were  registered. 
The  Hospital  was  closed  for  repairs  from  August  1 to 
September  24,  1910. 

With  the  opening  of  the  New  Sir  Henry  Tyler  Extension 
in  1911  the  number  of  patients  has  correspondingly  in- 
creased. Attention  is  directed  to  the  Days  and  Hours  of 
Attendance  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  as  given  below.

Two  views  of  the  Pathological  Laboratory. 
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It  will  be  noticed  that  the  majority  of  the  out-patient 
clinics  take  place  in  the  afternoon,  while  visits  to  the  In- 
patients are  in  the  morning.  In  the  Out-patients’  depart- 
ment notes  are  kept  of  all  cases.  All  patients  are  carefully 
examined  by  the  Member  of  the  Medical  Staff  in  charge  of 
each  Department,  and  every  appliance  for  observation  and 
diagnosis  is  provided  by  the  Hospital.  Minor  operations 
are  performed  in  the  Surgical  Departments,  and  in  the 
Electrical  and  Physical  Exercises  Departments  all  modern 
methods  may  be  seen  in  operation. 

PATHOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Pathological  Laboratory,  in  charge  of  the  Patholo- 
gist (Dr.  J.  C.  Hare),  is  thoroughly  up  to  date.  All  neces- 
sary Bacteriological  Examinations  and  preparations  are 
conducted  for  both  private  and  the  hospital  practice,  especi- 
ally the  manufacture  of  Vaccines,  treatment  by  which  is  a 
special  illustration  of  the  theory  of  similars.  The  Patho- 
logical Department  offers  special  facilities  for  students  to 
learn  the  technique  of  a well-equipped  pathological  labora- 
tory. Arrangements  with  intending  students  and  fees  can 
be  made  on  application  to  Dr.  Hare. 

FEES  FOR  ATTENDING  HOSPITAL  PRACTICE. 

All  medical  men  are  cordially  welcomed  to  visit  the 
Hospital  in  any  of  its  Departments  on  presentation  of  their 
address  card.  The  Fee  for  Regular  Attendance  is  Five 
Guineas  per  annum,  or  Three  Guineas  for  the  six  months 
October  to  March.  Clinical  Assistants  are  appointed  to  the 
various  Departments  on  application  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Medical  Committee  of  the  Hospital. 
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Provincial  Homoeopathic  Hospitals. 


The  Hahnemann  Hospital,  Hope  Street,  Liverpool, 
with  50  beds,  is  a general  hospital  for  medical  and  surgical 
cases  with  special  departments  for  Diseases  of  Women, 
Children,  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  and  Skin.  In  con- 
nection with  this  Hospital  are  two  Dispensaries  in  Liver- 
pool, which  are  crowded  with  patients  offering  abundant 
opportunities  for  watching  the  effects  of  Homoeopathy 
amongst  the  poor  of  the  district. 

The  Birmingham  and  Midland  Homoeopathic  Hos- 
pital and  Dispensary,  with  38  beds,  is  a general  hospital 
with  special  departments  for  Diseases  of  Women,  and  the 
Eye.  This  is  the  leading  Homoeopathic  Hospital  of  the 
Midlands,  and  offers  abundant  resources  for  demonstrating 
the  value  of  Homoeopathy. 

The  Devon  and  Cornwall  Homoeopathic  Hospital 
at  Plymouth  has  now  40  beds  and  a very  fine  field  for  its 
work  in  this  important  town.  A large  number  of  In-patients 
are  seen  in  the  course  of  the  year.  The  Hospital  is  near  the 
Docks.  Special  attention  is  devoted  to  the  Out-patient 
and  Casualty  Departments,  where  a great  many  cases  present 
themselves,  and  a large  Out-patient  clinic  is  carried  on. 

The  Phillips  Memorial  Hospital,  Bromley,  Kent, 
with  18  beds,  is  a well-equipped  hospital  doing  excellent 
work  and  demonstrating  the  principles  of  Homoeopathy. 

The  Tunbridge  Wells  Homoeopathic  Hospital  and 
Dispensary  contains  20  beds.  In  addition  to  a large  Out- 
patient Department,  between  4,000  and  5,000  home  visits 
are  made  to  acute  cases. 

The  Hahnemann  Convalescent  Home  and  Dispen- 
saries at  Bournemouth  with  32  beds.  In  this  institution 
the  cases  are  mostly  of  tuberculosis,  in  which  disease 
homoeopathic  therapeutics  are  exceptionally  successful.

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The  Buchanan  Hospital,  St.  Leonards-on-Sea,  has 
3 beds,  and  an  extensive  Out-patient  Department.  In  1910 
67  in-  and  1,260  out-patients  were  attended  to. 

There  are  also  smaller  Homoeopathic  Hospitals  at  Bath, 
Bristol,  Eastbourne,  and  Leicester.  Southport  is  the  Iasi 
town  which  has  built  itself  a hospital  where  Homoeopathy 
is  practised.  At  any  of  these  institutions  the  inquirer  may 
be  sure  of  a welcome  and  the  right  hand  of  professional 
fellowship  will  be  extended  to  him.

THE  SIR  HENRY  TYLER  SCHOLARSHIP. 

Through  the  munificence  of  Lady  Tyler,  Dr.  Margaret 
Tyler  and  other  donors,  Scholarships  of  ^150  have  been 
endowed  by  annual  subscription  to  enable  young  Qualified 
Medical  Men  to  study  in  the  State  Colleges  of  Chicago  for 
six  months,  each  student  being  pledged,  if  required,  to  accept 
the  post  subsequently  of  House  Physician  or  House  Surgeon 
to  the  London  or  some  other  Homoeopathic  Hospital  in 
Great  Britain.
